Asian race violence ıs on the increase in the most blatant 
manner in London’s East End. Lone Whites have been savagely 
attacked by gangs of up to 30 Asians and there has been at least 
two deaths — both of Blacks at the hands of Asian gangs. No 


_. arrests have been made by police and local people live in fear 


of the gangs whocan kill and maim without fear of punishment. 


_ Asian gangs, typically 20 or 30 
strong, have been responsible for 
attacks on lone individuals — black 
and white — in what many see as an 
attempt to impose a physical 
domination over areas where they live. 
Muggings of elderly women by gangs 
of six or seven are common. 

The latest, most high profile attacks 
caused the East London Advertiser to 
carry the headline “Race gang in bus 
ambush’ at the end of October in a 
terrifying incident which could have 
happened to anyone. As the 309 bus 
stopped in heavy traffic in Ben Jonson 
Road, Stepney, swarms of Asian 
youths came out of alleys to attack the 
bus with bottles, bricks and stones. 


Terrified school children and 


pensioners cowered to avoid breaking 
glass, and the Asians forced their way 
onto the bus punching and kicking 
everyone indiscriminately. Children 
as young as thirteen had their heads 
stamped on and one youngster was 
hauled off the bus and thrown through 


-`a shop window. He was later taken to 


hospital for cuts to his neck. Brothers 


Billy and John, 11 and 16 escaped - 


from the emergency exit after seeing 
an Asian lash out with a screwdriver 
on the bus at another youth. 

After the attack, the Asians aged 
16-20 made their getaway in nearby 
cars. The police have made no arrests 
and have been met by a wall of silence 
from the Asian community. One Asian 
too frightened to be named said: 
“These people don’t believe in 
fighting one-to-one. I’ ve been around 


here for fifteen years and it’s just 


getting worse.” 
In the same edition of the East 
London Advertiser, it was. revealed 


that the Crown Prosecution Service 
(CPS) had dropped the case ofa vicious 
race hate attack by a gang of 30 Asians 
on a white father of two. The man had 
gone into a park to recover a football 
taken by Asians who hadalso punched 
and kicked his son. The Asians set 
upon him with iron bars and sticks 
screaming anti-white racial abuse and 
left him with very serious head injuries 
(see July BN). The CPS claim that 
there is not enough evidence to 
proceed. 

Local people have been let down by 
the system and abandoned by their 
elected representatives. Councillors 
and MPs alike have stayed silent in the 
face of the race gang violence. 

Tower Hamlets BNP report that the 
local black community has shown 
increased acceptance of the party in 
the area and party workers believe that 
the murder of a black teenager on the 
Isle of Dogs by up to thirty Asians and 
increased racial attacks by Asians is 
part of the reason. 


BNP RESPONSE 

Immediately after the attack on the 
bus, the BNP was approached by local 
people to help. National Organiser, 


- Richard Edmonds initiated a leaflet 


campaign under the cover name East 
London Campaign for Law & Order. 
Outlining the press reports inthe ELA, 
the leaflet asked: What are the 
authorities doing to stop these 
attacks?; What are the police doing to 
arrestand successfully prosecute these 


criminals? And what are local MPs 


and councillors doing to promote safety 
on our streets? The answer of course 
is: not much, not enough and 
absolutely nothing. 
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Local people, who spotted that it 
was the BNP behind the campaign, 
cheered when they saw the BNP leaflet 
teams out and about following the 
racial attack by Asians, Numerous 
thumbs-up and “Well done lads” made 
the leafleting exercise a very rewarding 
one. Councillors have done nothing in 
response to the attack (many of whom 
are, in any case, Asian) and local 
people, know who their real friends

Unbelievably, just two weeks later 
there was a second identical attack on 
the 309 bus at exactly the same spot. 
This time, twenty Asians launched the 
attack, storming the single decker, 
lashing out with fists and boots. This 
time pensioners and children screamed 
at the driver to keep going and no-one 
was injured as the Asians chased the 
bus down the road throwing stones.

What is it about so many 
homosexuals that turns 
sexual deviancy into 
criminality? Thomas 
Hamilton the Dunblane 
murderer had an un- 
healthy interest in young 
boys. Local parents 
ensured that he couldn’t 
prey on their children by 
way of Hamilton’srunning 
young people’s clubs. He 
took his revenge out on 
society and the parents 
locally by killing sixteen 
little children. Daniel 
Handley’s killers were 
homosexual perverts 
Morss and Tyler. A far 
higher percentage of 
paedophilia against 
minors is committed by 
homosexuals than is 
Warranted by their 
percentage in the 
population. The ‘gay’ 
community is noticeably 
silent on this issue. 
Recently, Peter Moore,a 
sadistic homosexual was 
convicted at Mold Crown 
Court for the stabbing to 
death of four men. He 
picked up all his victims 
from well-known homo- 
sexual haunts and he had 
a keen interestin the Nazis. 


The latter fact is, 
incidently, symptomatic of 
society’s popular 


perception of Nazism as 
evil incarnate with no 
redeeming features — and 
an indication of the type of 
crank attracted to it. 

He described the killings 
as “a job well done” and 
when one victim asked 
him why he was stabbing 
him, Moore told det- 
ectives: “l just said, ‘fun’... 
He carried on screaming.” 

Clearly these people are 
not normal. That isn’t to 
say that paedophiles and 
murderers are not to be 
found in the general 
population, they are. The 
point is that homosexuals 
commit these offences out 
of all proportion to their 
numbers. Why? The 
answer may never be 
known. Certainly a 
rejection of a society that 
largely rejects them, but 
also a desire to lash out 
because deep down, they 
hate what they are. Future 
government social policy 
needs to take this into 
consideration. It won’t 
under either the Tories or 
Labour however — the 
queer lobby will see to that. 
In the meantime, there will 
be more deaths, more 
child molestation and 
more intrusive queer 
‘culture’. 


Archbishop Carey’s moral 
crusade floundered last monthin a 
blaze of publicity as the nation’s 
moral authority proved impotent 
to put its own house in order and 
attend to the problem of homo- 
sexuals within the Church. 

The Archbishop’s problem is that 
homosexuality is specifically 
forbidden within the Bible upon pain 
of death, which prompted one ‘gay’ 
activist Ian Mckellen to solve the 
problem by ripping out the offending 
passages from Leviticus wherever he 
found a Bible. 

The growing problem of 
homosexuals within the church and 


their growing demands is a deeply 


divisive one for the church and could 


even lead to a split. Church leaders 


have consistently { 
fudged the issue 
hoping that it 
would go away. 
Homosexuals are 
estimated to make 
up between 10-15 
per cent of the 
clergy. 

The Reverend 
Christopher 
Wardale of Holy 
Trinity Church 
Darlington is living 
proof of the 
hypocrisy in the 
Church of 
England. Mr. 
Wardale is openly 
homosexual and lives with his long 
term partner, Malcolm Macourt. After 
the 1987 General Synod which called 
for homosexual clergy not prepared 
to repent to offer their resignations, 
Wardale did just that. His Bishop 
merely said: “Don’t be silly.” 

The House of Bishops’ statement 


Issues in Human Sexuality published 
in 1991 judged homosexual activity 
by non-clergy as acceptable. 
Homosexual clergy want the same 
rights, butin October Derek Rawcliffe 
assistant Bishop of Ripon was sacked 
for conducting homosexual blessing 
ceremonies. 

These problems all came to the boil 
lastmonth when Southwark Cathedral 
was made available to the Lesbian 
and Gay Christian Movement for their 
20th anniversary celebration service. 
The service was attended by the 
Bishop of Southwark, the Bishop of 
Croydon and the Bishop of Kingston 
as well as the Bishop of Guildford, 
the Rt Rev John Gladwin who spoke 
from the pulpit to the 2,000 lesbians 
and homosexuals present. In his

SCIENCE, EDUCATION AND NATIONAL PROSPERITY 


Not so long ago there was a great fuss 


over the apparent fact that ‘A’ levels” 


and ‘O’ levels are getting easier. At 
around the same time, Sir Frank 
Whittle died and was remembered as 
the father of the jet engine and the 
creator of a whole new industry. There 
should have been a connection made 
between scientific endeavour, 
standards in education and national 
prosperity, but there was not. 

Clearly, high educational standards 
are necessary for scientific 
achievement and those standards are 
slipping. Scientific achievement is 
necessary for the creation of new 
discoveries, inventions, applications 
and even whole new industries. All of 
these things provide drive and growth 
to the economy, generate new wealth 
and ultimately maintain or improve 
the living standards of everyone in the 
country. As such, this is an issue which 
affects everyone. 

The historical evidence in Britain is 
one of tremendous scientific 
achievement followed typically by a 
lack of support and industrial follow- 
through. All too often, inventions have 
been allowed to go to America and 


increasingly to Japan. The spectre now © 


is that falling educational standards 
will jeopardize future scientific 
achievement altogether and lead to a 
long term decline in industrial and 
technological development and 
consequently, a long term decline in 
the national prosperity. 

Cambridge University in particular 
is highly critical of the lowered 
standards it sees every year with its 
new intake of undergraduates. 

For the first time, the Treasury has 
admitted that investment in scientific 
research helps the nation’s economic 
performance. The fact that the 


Treasury has only just realised this 
self evident truth shows completely 


how unfit for office have been the 


politicians of the last fifty to sixty 
years or so. It is not a complete 
coincidence that in this time period, 
Britain has sunk from a major world 
power with huge industrial and military 
Capacity into a poor second-rate nation. 


Sir Frank Whittle 

Typical of this government neglect 
is the story of Sir Frank Whittle who 
diedin Augustin America after having 
turned his back on Britain after the 
British government turned its back on 
him. Not only known as the inventor 
of the jet engine, Whittle was the 
pioneer of high-flow compressors and 
the first patent holder of the turbofan 
and bypass jet engines. Whittle, 
singlehandedly, gave Britain a huge 
lead in jet design, but the lead he gave 
Britain in terms of jet engine 
development was squandered through 
government disinterest and lack of 
funding. The jet engine which 
transformed the skies of the world 
made billions for the Americans. 

Sir Frank first outlined his ideas for 
a jet engine at the age of twenty-eight 
which were rejected by the Air 
Ministry. Whittle persevered and 
patented his plans for a turbojet in 
1930 and then spent five years looking 
for a backer. Lack of funds meant that 
he was unable to renew his patent — 
a problem only all too iamiliar to 
today’s British inventors. Eventually, 
two friends helped him form Power 
Jets Ltd. His cash-starved company 
tested its first engine in 1937 but it was 
only after reports that Germany was 
close to developing jet aircraft that 
official interest revived. The first jet 
aircraft flew at RAF Cranwell in 1941

Regular readers will remember BN’ s 
Currywatch feature thatexplored the 
total ethnic eating experience. This 
month, BN shows how immigration 
enriches us all with its multi-cultural 
diversity just as it does in the third 
world. 

Essex is particularly blessed with 
ethnic take-aways. On Canvey Island, 
the Saqui Tandoori restaurant on 
Canvey High Street provides an 
unusual eating experience for those 
fed up with British fare. Lovers of 
exotic dishes can try chicken tikka 
laced with as many as eight industrial 
staples. Boring Canvey Islanders 
were unamused and refused to pay 
the bill after one of a party of nine was 
made sick by the meal. In nearby 
Laindon, real connoisseurs of ethnic 
food could have visited the Red Rose 
Balti House Tandoori until finicky 
health inspectors closed it down. 
Inspector Hart told Basildon 
magistrates that the store room was

infested with mice and dead birds. He 
also testified that the whole place 
reeked of mouse urine and that the 
store room had thousands of mice 
droppings trampled into the floor. 
Mice had nested in a bag of rice and 
other bags of food had been gnawed 
open and were covered by mice 
droppings and urine. 

He said: “Mice readily spread food 
poisoning. They carry bacteria in their 
guts and excrete it in their faeces. 
They also come in direct contact with 
sewers and the germs get on their feet 
and skin and is then passed onto 
food.” Restaurant owner Mr. Miah is 
to reopen as soon as health 
requirements can be met. 

Just up the road in Pitsea, a furious 
disabled couple were denied service 
at their local Bilash Indian restaurant. 
Mr. and Mrs. Jamieson believe they 


were refused service because of their ` 


disability, but the owner said he turned 
them away because they smelt. He

After the war, the ten- 
year lead Britain had over the 
Americans was lost as further research 
was halted and Whittle’s plans went 
to America to be developed instead. 


Buckeyballs 


There are many British inventions 
made even now. In October Professor 
Sir Harry Kroto became the first British 
scientist to be awarded the Nobel prize 
for a decade. He won the award for the 
joint discovery of a third form of 
carbon known as Buckminster- 
fullerene or buckeyballs for short. 

Buckeyballs are essentially carbon 
spheres. It is postulated that 
buckeyballs will be used in new super- 
lightweight magnets, organic 
superconductors that lose all resistance 
to electricity. at high temperatures, 
molecule-scale electronics, drugs and 
even lubricants like motor oils. 

Even so, much of the research had to 
be carried out in America, such is the 
parlous state of research facilities in 
Britain. Companies like Shell, BP and 
ICI — all approached for funding — 
turned the team down. Had they not 
done so says Kroto, fora measly £20,000 
any of these companies would by now, 
in all probability, own the patents. 


Simple brilliance | 

A more mundane invention was 
made by Dr. Joshua Silver, an atomic 
physicist of New College Oxford: A 
revolutionary pair of glasses. Instead 
of glass or plastic lenses, the lenses 
are made of two membranes of 
transparent polyester sealed onto a 
Carrying ring within a standard frame.

marked. Said Silver: “I was within 
hours of losing my world-wide patent 
cover because I didn’t have the money 
to extend it. I had just finished a letter 
to an American friend with access to 
a Social Investment Fund, when the 
president of the fund itself turned up 
in New College and wrote out a cheque 
on the spot.” The solution lies in our 
past, now long abandoned. Said Silver 
again: “The Japanese system is to put 
interest-free money into technologies 
that look interesting, which is repaid 
when they become successful. 
Ironically, they based it on our own 
system of the sixties.” 

Both Tory and Labour parties have 
done nothing for scientific research in 
this country. Indeed, they have cut 
funding, and positively discouraged 
the best British brains. The British 
National Party has a wholly different 


attitude. Along with the party’s belief 


that government sometimes has to 
give a lead to industry, so the party 


recognises absolutely the importance 


of scientific research. The BNP would 


_ fund research at least to the level of 


our industrial competitors. The extra 
funding in the context of NHS, welfare 
and military spending would bea drop 
in the ocean, but so very important.

Centre at Leicester University has 
revealed that more than 30 per cent of 
Leicester's Afro-Caribbeans would 
emigrate tomorrow given the chance. 
A full 10 per cent of Leicestershire’s 
9,000 strong black community was 
surveyed and found that blacks have 
become a virtual underclass. 
Strikingly, one-third said that they 
intend to return to the Caribbean. 
Among the 36 to 45 age group, the 
statistic climbed to 46 per cent. 
In the real world of course, 
nothing like this number will 
ever return because of 
considerations of cost and lack 
of support.

Yet another victim of race-hate 
violence is Andrew Dunwell, 16 of 
Dewsbury. Andrew had been 
repeatedly racially abused by one 
particular Asian before the attack — 
carried out by the same youth and 
three of his friends. Andrew was 
walking to work when he saw the 
Asian go past in a car. Turning into a 
park by way ofa shortcut, Andrew saw 
the same Asian talking to a group of 
his friends. The attack happened just 
afterwards at 2.00pm when four Asians 
rushed Andrew from behind.

She is not a teenager who 
tries to make herself look older and 
there is no suggestion that she was 
dressed provocatively. She is very 
much a fifteen-year-old.” 

This event did manage to make it 
on to the nation’s TV screens. What 
was special about it, said the 
newscasters, was that no-one had 
come forward toreport the event when 
itoccurred or to try and stopit. Shame 
enough indeed, and an indictment of 
modern liberal Britain. An even 
bigger story lay behind the unpleasant 
racial overtones. This was ignored.
